The.su are not 
regions wheie it is easy for them to hide 
away, and they arc liable to plunder. 
One trouble, he says, is that the whites 
are too aggressive. They try to take ad- 
vantage of the Indians and to bully them.

DIVIDING THE PASTURE. 


Wny Gram Land Should be Given a Chance 


to Re>t. 


The pasture 
13 usually one broad 


Btretch of land, all of which is con- 
stantly accessible to the stock confined. 
Not one pasture in a hundred, perhaps, 
is divided so as to give the animals 
only a portion at a time 
No one who 


has ever tued it or observed the effects 
of such an arrangement, can doubt the 
benefits of change of pasture 
It is a 


benefit to the pastuie itself, and a still 
greater benefit to the stock Its effects 
may not be quite so noticeable on 
young stock turned out to pick a liv- 
ing, but upon milch cows that have to 
do more than simply hold their own in 
flesh, it is altogether ditterent. 
A 


change of pasturage works wonders 
with them 
In fact, the flow of milk 


can not be kept up without an occa- 
sional change of pasture, unless, in- 
deed, there be so extensive a range 
that only a small portion of it can be 
touched 
Take a pasture of say two 


acres to the cow, which is about the 
average 
It will be kept continually 


fouled over, trodden and picked from 
end to end every day. 


Constantly close-picked pasture land 


is the first to sutler from drought 
It 


has but scant growth to protect its 
roots from the hot sun and drying 
winds 
It has no rest from the time 


stock is turned on in spring until taken 
off in autumn 
It can not produce well 


under this treatment, and is injured as 
pasture land. 


How much better to keep a portion 


of it at relt, or rather, give it all a rest 
in turn 
By dividing it, each portion 


could have a chance to rest and freshen 
up alternately. 
The stock could be 


kept in one part for two or three weeks 
and then turned into the other 
A 


piece of grass land that is not trodden 
or fouled ovei foi two weeks in the 
growing season, picks up wonderfully. 
The rains wash it oB clean, and the 
grass gets a start so that when the ani- 
mals are turned m again it is like the 
first spring picking 


It does not cost much to divide the 


pasture that IB altcady fenced about 
A veiy few dollais' outlay in labor, 
monty, or both, will do it 
The actual 


money gam in a single season will 
usually moie than equal the expendi-
